CHICAGO, Nov. 29.—(4/)—Dimin- 
utive Helen Gillis tonight unofficially 
became the nation’s first woman pub- 
lic enemy. 

Hundreds of federal agents, police, 


sheriffs and their deputies scoured 
highways and byways to ferret out 
the widow of Baby Face Nelson, 
killer of three federal agents, who fell 
mortally wounded by bullets from 
guns of two dying agents. 

With her in the furtive dash away 
from authorities was believed to be 
John Hamilton, last lieutenant of the 
crime-crazed Dillinger mob. 

And should officialdom' meet the 
desperate duo, gunfire will not be 
withheld. The mercy Inspector Sam- 
nel P. Cowley and Federal Agent 
Herman FE. Hollis showed the woman 
believed to,be Mrs. Gillis will not be 
repented.

Strouss said the AAA’s figures also 
revealed that 84 per cent of all acci- 
dents occur in the daylight.

Robert Shugart, 30, Fa- 
Injured When

Struck Down by Auto. 


A man died Thursday at Grady hos- 
pital of injuries received in an auto- 
mobile accident and eight persons 
were hurt in and around Atlanta 
Thanksgiving Day as many automo- 
biles crashed on the highways and 
streets in the mist and rain which 
covered the city. Two persons hurt 
Wednesday night remained in a criti- 
cal condition and a third man was 
admitted: to Grady early Thursday 
with a fracture of the skull. 

Robert Shugart, 30, of a Luckie 
street address, died at 11:52 o’clock 
Thursday morning of injuries he re- 
ceived Wednesday night when he was 
struck down on Courtland street near 
Linden avenue by a car driven by 
William E. Crimmins, of 846 Boule- 
vard, N. E., against whom police 
lodged .a case of reckless driving. 

Year’s Toll Now 56. 

Shugart’s death brought the total 
number killed inside the city limits 
this year to 56 and was the fourth 
auto fatality in November. The third 
automobile accident death occurred 
November 17, when Laura Williams, 
negro, died at Grady hospital. Her 
death was the fifty-fifth this year. 

In a critical condition at Grady 
Thursday was Ira Ed Garrett, of 
Sandy Springs, whose skull was frac- 
tured and arm broken early Thurs- 
day when his car crashed into a tree 
on Peachtree road near Buckhead 
when the lights suddenly failed. Gar- 
rett, who also has internal injuries, 
told hospital attaches he could not 
stop before hitting the tree when the 
lights went out because of the wet 
pavement,

What does this protection—or to use 
the new word. management—involve? 
First. of all, breeding cover. An ani- 
mal that has a safe place to raise a 
family will stick to it, even though it 
means more distance to get to food 
must be traveled. Second, food. We 
must plant whatever foods the species 
requires in sufficient quantities to in- 
sure a plentiful supply. Third, es- 
cape cover, such as the briar patch so 
beloved of Br’er Rabbit, permitting 
escape from enemies. Fourth, control 
of serious enemies by whatever meas- 
ures can best be used. In the case 
of quail, this means destruction of 
stray house cats, mongrel dogs, and 
the hawks of the genus Accipiter, the 
trapping of skunks down to a small 
population level but not to their point 
of non-recovery, and the control of 
cotton rats by poison or fire.

Tennessee opened with a 77-yard 
drive in the first quarter with Char- 
ley Vaughan, blond-headed halfaack, 
‘smashing through from the 2-yard line 
for the touchdown.
